|THE CHINESE FLAG. 


A Row in the American 


Flag, 

Rather a singular row took place in 
Chinatown yesterday afternoon. For 
some time past the highbinders have 
‘been inthe Kabit of running up their 
natjonal flag on every occasion. When- 
ever there is a funeralor whenever one 
.of the members of the opposition high- 
binder societies is convicted in the 
American courts the ugly little China 
flag is run up to the delight of several 
hundred pigtails. 

Now there.are several policemen in 
Chinatown who think they are well up 
in international law, and mysteries of 
that kind, and when they noticed that 
the ‘'yellow jack’’ of the Flowery King- 
dom fluttered inthe free air of Los 
Atgeles, independent of the glorious 
stars and stripes, they grew exceed- 
ingly wroth, and swore by ali.the great 
battles of the Nation ‘that no foreign 
flag shall flutter in the breezes of this 
country unless the ‘flag we love’’ holds 
a prominent place on the pole just 
above the foreign flag. 

This stand on the part of the police 
created quite a sensation in Chinese 
quarters, and they refused te comply 


.with the order until the biue-coats had 


threatened to demolish. every pole in 
Chinatown. Later in the day a dele- 
gation of pigtails visited the Central 
station and registered a huge kick, but 
they crawled in their holes when it 
was explained to them that it is the law 
or custom among nations to run up the 
American flag over any — flag 
when.a foreign ship puts into an Ameri- 
can port, and the sameshould hold good 
in foreign settlements in the interior. 
This may be all right from a patriot 
standpoint, but there is no law, civil or 
international, compelling any vessel to 
hoist the American flag when she. puts 
into an American port. It is simply a 
courtesy that is observed by all nations, 
just the same asa. salute is fired 


There is no law on the subject, and if. 


the Chinese or any other nation wish to. 
float their flag im this country they 
have a perfect right te do so, but they 
take big chances on having their bunt-

A TRAVELER'S RIGHTS. 
A Preacher Who. for a Princi- 


Pp 
[Boston Journal Editorial.) 

The Rev. Henry Clay Trumbull ef 
Philadelphia has displayed an amount 
of backbone which would do credit to 
bis Puritan ancestors. What is more, 
he has done itin a way that is sure to 
work to the advantage and wellfare of 
the traveligg public. Dr. Trumbull 
was a passenger last summer on a New 
Haven steam 
fer which he paid 75 cents. As it hap- 
pened, he gave up the ticket for this to 
the steward at night, and when he came 
to leave the boat in the morning he, of 
course, was without any. The boat offi- 
cials refused to accept this explanation 
and held ~him 
hotirs,-until he finally paid 
the 75 ceats under protest. Dr. Trum- 
bull, however, did not drop the matter 
with that, He brought suit immedi- 
ately against the corporation and 

ushed it with vigor. The case has 
so been settled, with the outcome that 
the steamboat company has had to re- 
fund to Dr. Trumbull his tare and pay 
the costs for beth sides of the suit. 

Seventy-five cents may seein a small 
matter to quarrel over, least of all to go 
to law about, But there wasa princi- 
ple involved which amiable Americans 
too often fomgot. The feeling is that it 
is cheaper to stand such petty extortion 
andte put up with unjust exactions 
than to insist on one’s rights. The re- 
sult is net enly such exhibitions on the 
part of common carriers, but of inso- 
lence on the part of other servants 
with whom the traveler comes in con- 
tact. Phe hack-driver will overcharge 
with perfect confidence that his passen- 
ger will not put himself to the delay 
and inconvenience which would be nee- 
essary in order to recover the extra 
half dollar gouged from him. The ho- 
tel waiter will take his chance on being

Necessity for Better Methods Than 
| WNow Practiced. 


A Paper Read Before the Late Farmers’ 
at Pomiona by Db, 
Edsen Smith. — 


The subject of fruit-drving is one of 
special importance to us of Southern 
California, because our soil and climate 
is so peculiarly adapted to growing of | 
choice fruit, that our prosperity to a 
large extent depends upon our ability to 
put our dried products upon the mar- 
ket of the world 
will keep indefinitely; will retain a 
large per cent. of the aroma and flayor 
of the fully ripened fruit, and that also 
present an attractive appearance tothe 
eye. Much time and money has been 
spent in this country during the past 
twenty yearsin trying to secure all 
these desirable qualities in the cheap- 
est, and still most perfect manner. 

So far as sun-dried fruit is concerned, 
Southern California can excel the 
World, because of our exceptionally 
clear, dry atmosphere. Buteven here 
we are liable to have fogs, or rains, es- 
pecially in drying our late ripening 
fruits, which at times isa very serious 
drawback to the most desirable results. 
But let the weather be never so perfect 
there are other serious drawbacks to 
the sun-drying process. 

, A great amount of space and time 
must necessarily be consumed in this 
process, which means expense. Then 
alarge portion of the best flavor and 


aroma, the spiritual or electrical part | 


ofthe fruit, iff may be permitted to 
use such expressions, is more or less 
dissipated durimg the long exposure of 
the cut surface of the fruitto the air 

Next. comesthe moth and lays her 
eggs upon the fruit, which, in time, to 
the great disgust of the buyer, results 
in a lot of wormy fruit, unless more ex- 
pense is finally added by putting all of 
the dried fruit through a steam bath 
and redrying and resacking. 
“And last, but by no means least, the 
cut fruig¢, like peaches, apricots, apples, 
etc., hds become so discolored by ex- 
pasure to the air that it is almost worth- 
less inthe market. Butthis last men- 
tioned evil has been overcome by a still 
greater evil. Irefertg the sulphuring 
rocess. Butthe consumer is rapidly 
inding out that sulphured fruit is very 
undesirable in several respects, and I 
think it will be but a short time when 
such fruit will tind no market what- 
ever. Besides the experience of the 
consumers, Prof. Hilgard and other 
able writers are rapidly convincing 
the public of the undesirability of sul- 
phured fruit. While the sulphur and 
molasses that I used to be filled with on 
every morning before breakfast during 
a partef my boyhood days may have 
done a good work in killing parasites, 
stililcan find no possible good that 
sulphur does to our fruit-dryinge xcept- 
ing to make it more attractive to the 
eye. Bat I long since became con- 
vinced that this catering to the joys of 
the vision was far more than counter- 
acted by the unattractiveness of sul- 
phured fruit to the organs of taste. 
The fumes from the burning sulphur 
unite with the surface of the fruit, 
producing a chemical change, causing 
. tiny drop of the most intense acid to 
be deposited on each piece of fruit, 
which can never be eradicated or fully 
‘coveted up by the addition of any 
amount of sugar. Therefore for our 
home use of dried fruit we long ago 
gave up the use of sulphur in its prep- 
aration. 

Ten years soon afterI came to 
Southern California, a man came to 
Santa Ana and for several days dis- 


‘played in the lobby of the postoffice, to 


our delighted eves, the most desirable 
and attractive dried fruit imaginable, 
and he told us of his new dryer, and the 
benefits its use would bestow upon the 
fruit-growing of this vicinity. But we 
had no bearing orchardgof any size 


‘@bout Santa Ana at that time, and con- 


sequently no sales were made. But my 
interest ip the subject of dryers was 
aroused, for saw how it might 
possible to use themin preference 
to sun-drying under any circumstances. 
-And from that time to the present I 
have taken a deep interest in fruit dry- 
ing. Many kinds of fruit-dryers have 
been put up and used in Southern Caii- 
fornia during the past ten years, but 
most of them were so defective in one 
way or another that Ido not know of 
any that have become popular. 

Seven years ago I saw in the transac- 
tions of the American Horticultural Soe- 
ciety a strong recommendation for the 
“Common Sense Fruit Dryer’’ made in 
Ohio. The next year I learned that 
Leonard Coates, a prominent citizen 
and nurseryman of Napa, this State, 
owned the patents of these dryers for 
this State. Isent to Mr. Coates fora 
small size to ‘tise 6n our cook stove to 
drythe fruit we wished to use in our 
faniily: 

While we found some mechanical de- 
fects about the machine, yet we consid- 
ered it perfectly satisfactery for the 
price. 

We found that with this dryer our 
fruit could be dried, ready to sack, in a 
few hours, and that it retained the pure 
flavor and juices of all fruit to a marked 
degree above sun or hot air dried fruit, 
and that there was alsoalarge addi- 
tional weight in the product over all 


other known methods, and that the } 


fruit was entirely free from insects, 
worms, dust or dirt. I began writing 
out my experience with this dryer for 
the Rural Californian, and inquiries be- 
gan coming in as to where these dryers 
could be obtained. ButI found that Mr. 
Coates was so taken up with other pro- 
jects that he did not care to go into the 
manufacture of these dryers; but would 
like to sell his interest ‘in the patent. 


Some months agol heard that a sim- 
ilar dryer to the one IJ had been so sat- 
isfactorily using was being made bya 
company in Los Angeles. And the 
first time thereafter that I had busi- 
ness in Los Angeles J called at the com- 
pany’s office and found that they were 
prepared to build any number, or any 
size of the same kind of a steam dryer 
that Ihad been using, excepting that 


‘they held the original patents of the 


machine and were maki a much 
using. 
Up to last seasou our nicely sulphured. 
sun-dried fruit, no matter how little of 
fruity flavor it had, or how acid or 
dusty it was, or wormy it might be- 
oome, would bring the highest market 
price. But it will be impossible to de- 
ceive the consumer of our dried fruits 
any longer by false appearance. And 
upon examination I found that the in- 
creased weight of the steam dried fruit, 
and the saving of so much ‘handling of 
the fruit as unavoidably accompanied 
sun-drying, would pay me a large inter- 
est of the investment in a steatrarrer* 
for market ee saying nothing about 
the superior quality of the dried fruit: 
and that it is dried so quickly in a dark 
compartment that it is equally as at- 


| tractive to the eye as the sulphured, 


sun-dried fruit, immediately ordered a 
dryer built for my orchard use the 
coming season. It has been built, set 
up and is now ready for inspection and

‘The Fourth of July. — 

It seems a little out of place that the 
. Fourth of July should occur in a Presi- 
dential year, when we have all the ex- 
citement we need without the noise of 
the firecracker brigade, but just the 
same we do have the Fourth, and out of 
respect to the work done by our ances- 
tors over 100 years ago we feel bound 
to celebrate the day. The aforesaid 
ancesters are dead, and “most of their 
graves forgotton, but the Fourth of July 
comes annually, and seems likely to con- 
tinue as long as we retain the Gregorian 
calendar, and while it lasts we will 
‘probably have some kind of hoorah on 
that day. 

Why do we celebrate? Well, mostly 
from force of habit, and because all can 
do it ona national holiday. The event 
upon which this holiday is founded was 
one of a series which led to the found- 
ing of the Republic of the United States, 
but of itself was a matter of much less 
importance than the capture of Fort 
Ticonderoga. It was anact which did 
not increase the danger of tuose en- 
gaged in it. Indeed, the man who came 
boldly forward and claimed the author- 
ship of the document was not a fighting 
character, nordid he éver, witness a 
battle. Butthe nerve or cheek which he 
displayed in appropriating Zom Paine’s 
production, has been equalled only by 
Mark Twain when he ascribed the 
authorship of ‘Beautiful Snow’’ to 
himself. But the convention declared 
the colonies independent of Great 
Britain and then left the, people to ratify 

their acts by carrying on the rebellion 
to a successful issue. And they did, 
because they had to hang together or 
hang separately. Independence of 
Great Britain was the result of the war, 
not of the declaration, for the war was 
on when the convention declared that 
they would piedge the lives and sacred 
honors of all the people whp could fight, 
and the war was continued for some 
years afterward. If the rebels had been 
defeated thé declaration of fifty-two 


** 


gentlemen would have passed into for- 


getfulness, and the Fourth of July in 
Presidential years would have been un- 
known. 

It is always necessary to write about 
the approaching ‘‘Fourth,’’ and suggest 
that some display of pat-riot-ism be 
made on that day, and the suggestion is 
usually 


the 17th of March as a’red-letter day 
in our republican civilization, but then 
Americans are ‘‘sorter used’’ to Fourth 
of July, and have said all they could 
think of on the subject until it is thread- 
bare. Very few people think of the 
war of the revolution in connection with 
the day.

MINNEAPOLIS (Minn.,) June’ 6 —[By 
the Associated Press.] The initial step 
in a general m6vement to bring the Pa 
cific Coast and silver States into line to 
act as a unit for the promotion of their 
interests in the convention was taken 


| this afternoon by the California delega- 


tion. A resolution was adépted in 
executive session by the Californians 
inviting delegates of the States in 
question to a conference in the Cali- 
fornia headquarters at 4 p.m. Prior to 
this there had been much interviewing 
between individual delegates, in which 
Senators Teller and Wolcott of Colorado 
had’taken prominent part. 

The States invited to the conference 
by the Californians were Arizona, Colo- 
rado, Nevada, Oregon, Washington, 
Utah. Wyoming and Montana. 
' The conference met and a hot dis- 
cussion broke out at once. Fully 150 
delegates were present from the Pacific 
Coast- and Rocky Mountain States. 
Senator Teller presided, and said it was 
useless to:discuss the platform until the 
caucus decided as- to candidates to be 
supported. If Harrison were nomin- 
ated it mattered not how strong a silver 
plank was adopted, the Republicans 
could not carry the Western States. 
The Senator declared that Harrison 
under no circumstances could get the 
electoral vote of Colorado. aay 

Much excitement was caused by this 
blunt declaration, and Judge Spencer of 
California, replied vigorously. De 
‘Young of California, followed Spencer 
in a spirited address, and was reiuforced 
by no less a Blaine lieutenant than 
Boutelle of Maine. The latter spoke 
with marked emotion of the western 
support of Blaine in 1884, and said

APPALLING DEATH ROLL. 


Later Details-of the Disaster in 
the Oil Region. 


The Loss of Life by Fire and Flood 
May Aggregate 300. 


The Property Damage Will Rtn Up 
the Millions.

The Fires are Now Extinguished, But the 
Floods Continue — Sad Scenes at 


“IN Gasyille ana oir 


Ald Needed.

Om City (Pa.,) June 6.—[By the As- 
sociated Eighteen miles of 
death and desolation is the story in 
brief.of the awful catastrophe which 
decimated the khorders of Oil Creek 
from Titusyille to this point. On both 
sides of the creek flood and fire left 
ruin and wreck, and it will take a 
whole day before the record of death 
and destruction can be completed. 

The fire burned itself out this morn- 
ing, and the oil passed away. The 
creek and river, however, are rising, 
and much of this place will be still 
further flooded. But little is left along 
the creek. which the flood can damage, 
as the fire swept everything away. The 
rising water, -however, will interfere 
with the recovery of the bodies of the 
victims of the fiery flood. 

Miles of property have. -been_de- 
stroyed along the west side of the 
creek. Across the creek from the main 
portion of the city not a house is stand- 
ing between the creek and hills, and 
not a vestige of life is visible except 
the many searchers for the dead. 
Along the east side from the mouth of 
Oil Creek, a distance of three-fourths 
of a mile, every building except one is 
destroyed. 

At 7 o’clock this morning sixty-three 
bodies had been found, thirty of which 
are identified. 
the loss in’ this city alone will reach 
200. Many were swept away an 
never will be found. 

The monetary loss will be over 
$1,000,000, Between 250 and 800 
houses were destroyed, besides hotels, 
the works of manufacturers, etc. Over 
800 homeless people are being cared 
for. 

Few of the spectators watching the 
flood when the explosion occurred can 
give a good idea of what happened. 
All agree that it was a terrible explo- 
sion. The whole air was filled with 
flames. It was quickly followed by two 
other explosions. Three gasoline tanks 


- exploded almost simultaneously, the oil | 


‘onthe creek blazed up and the gas in 
the air burst into flames. Water, land 
and air were literally abaze. Men, 
women and children were knocked 
prostrate, and many never rose; some 
who did found themselves ina lake of 
flames. The . multitude fied with 
screams of anguish to higher ground. 
In the rush many of the weaker ones 
were trampled upon and badly injured. 
Some were hurt by horses. Others ran 
and leaped into the water and were 
drowned. The flames inthe air were 
quickly burned, but left great volumes 
of smoke, 
fierce flames of burning oil on the 
water. Houses and shops were soon in 
flames. Many people were confined to 
their beds and unable to escape from 
the devastating flames. Within the 
sight of those who heard their piteous 
cries, they were burned to death or 
leaped into the river and perished by 
both flood and fire. Itis marvelous 
that any escaped from the valley of 
death. ‘It is strange that out of the 
combined devastation of flames and 
flood any houses were saved at all. 

Many of those who will live would 
' better be dead, they are’ so fearfully 
burned and disfigured. One of the 
heroes of.the occasion is W. L. Stewart, 
who after spending an hour in rescuing 
imperilled people wen’ down to death 
under a falling, blazing house.

~ either burned to cinders or swept 
away. At a late hour tonight 
sixty-seven bodies had been recovered, 
Those acquainted with the locality 
where the greatest damage was done 
say the loss of life must reach 150 and 
many put the figure at200. The great- 

est loss undoubtedly occurred in the sec- 
tion occupied by foreigners employed in 
the tube works. No one knows their 
names and it will be impossible to ever 
know how many are misg¢ing. In the

The matter of granting a new franchise 
to the Terminal Railroad Company for 
crossing Colorado street was referred .to 
City Attorney Arthur and the Committee 
on Streets and Alleys, with power to act. 

Specificatious for completing the sewer 
work, as prepared by A. Mayer and amended 
by the City Attorney, were adopted, and 
the clerk was instructed to advertise for 
bids for the same. The specifications are 
comprehensive and fully protect the city’s 
interests. They provide, among cther 
things, that the contractor shall give a 
bond in the sum of $1000; that he shall 
employ a force of notless than forty men; 
that he shal] begin work within one week 
after the time he is awarded the contract 


ninety days; partial payments to be made 
him by the city every second Monday. 
Property-owners were granted a petition 
to grade Bellefontaine avenue between 
Orange Grove and Pasadena avenues. 
An ordinance was adopted establishing 


Villa street t@the north city limits. 
The Committee on Fire and Water recom-

Deputies in the County Offices 
all Torn Up. 


The Treasurer Declines to Pay Them 
for Their Services. 


The Recent Supreme Court Decision 
€ause-of-This Action. 


Two More Members of a Hard Gang in 
the Toils of the Law—Meeting of 
the Minister's League at Red- 


SAN BERNARDINO. 

Not since one of the county officers was 
arrested some years ago has there been so 
much ‘consternation and surprise among 
county officers, and especially their depu- 
ties, as was manifested yesterday after- 
noon when the County Treasurer refused 
to honor the warrants of the County Aud- 
itor for the salaries of the deputies. Yes- 
terday morning County Treasurer Reeves 
began paying, as usual, the warrants for 
the last month's salaries. About noon 
Judge Campbell informed the County Aud- 
itor that this county is affected by the re- 
cent decision of the Supreme Court to the 
effect that deputies in county offices must 
be paid trom the salaries and lump sums 
allowed the principals. Upon learning this 
Mr. Reeves refused to pay more deputies’ 
salaries, and telegraphed at once to the 
Attorney-General for an opinion as to 
whether the Supreme Court decision affects 
this county, as it appears to, for the county 
is still working under the Census of 1880 
which makes it of the thirty-fourth class, 
while that of 1890 brings it up to the 
tenth class. Several of the county officers 
hold that the decision carries things back. 
to the acts of 1883 and 1885, when the fee 
system was in vogue, and by this means 
in some of the offices can be 
paid. 

By this move there are sixteen deputies 
in the Assessor's office who are affected, 
thirteen deputies and copyists in the Re- 
corder’s office, two Geputies in the Clerk’s 
office, four in the Collector's office, three in 
the Surveyor's office, one in the Superinten- 
dent's office, one in the Treasurer's, one in 
the Auditor's and five in the Sheriff's offices. 
Sheriff Seymour says that it will not affect 
him materially, as he will apply for a 
jailer, to which he is entitled, and thus 
hold all but one of his deputies. But there 
is another feature of the decision which 
effects the salaries of the principals, reduc- 
thém quite materially. If the decision 
holds to this county for all the salaries 
paid since the passage of the law, the 
County Treasurer is out about $80,000, 
salaries paid deputies during the last six- 
teen months. 

: TWO MORE IN HOCK. 

The case of the People vs. Jake Casteel 
and Ed Burns, for robbery, comes up on 
the 11th, but for several weeks an effort 
has been made to get William Kinikin out 
of the State, and Link Pierce, a cousin of 
Jake Casteel and a noted outlaw, and 
Charles Casteel, Jake’s brother, were em- 
ployed to get rid of Kinikin.

‘js entered, or pending au appeal to the Su- 
preme Court, upon payment into court of 
the amount of the arg mage and such fur- 
ther amount as may required by the 
court as a fund to pay any further damage 
and costs that may be recovered 
in the proceeding im case a new 
trial is granted, the plaintiff may 
enter into possession of the property sought 
to be condemned and proceed with the con- 
templated work of improvement; conse- 
quently it is within the power of the city to 
proceed with the construction of this sewer 
pending the appeal. The judgment in this 
case gives the city nearly all of the right 
of-way which will be necessary tocondemn. 
There is another action pending against all 
the persons across whose property the 
sewer passes as well as those abutting upon 
streets along which it runs, but as nearly 
allof the remainder of the right-of-way 
(except Mr. Freeman’s) has been donated 
to the city, and we cross but few pieces of 
property over which the right-of-way has 
not been granted the damage which will be 
assessed in- this suit will be necessarily 
amall. This case is not at issue for the rea- 
son that the summons has to be published, 
some of the defendants being non-residents, 
but it can be tried before it is necessary to 
use the right-of-way, The engineer has ¢s- 


structed for $350,000, which with the $10.- 
000 for right-of-way, makes a total of 
$360,000. The laterals he estimates will 
cost $30,000 each, or $90,000 in all. I 
believe that the proposition to issue $360, - 
000 in bonds to construct the main sewer 
should be submitted to the people as soon 
as possible, and in case the main sewer is 
constructed, then the advisability of build- 
ing one or all of the laterals can afterward 
be determined. These laterals lead off from 
three different points on the main sewer in 
and near Inglewood, are located about one 
mile apart and are designed to conduct the 
sewage to the vicinity of about 10,000 or 
15,006 acres of land suitable for irrigation 
and the owners of some of which have al- 
ready indicated their willingness to pay for 
the sewage. I believe that by advertising for 
bids for the purchase of the sewage that 
perhaps a bid might be received by which 
the property-owner would, agree to build 
ading to his jana and pay a 
certain amount for the sewage, orghat such 
rices can be obtained that the city can af- 
ord to build the laferals for the purposes 
of such sales; and as there will be no neces- 
sity for building more than one lateral in 
each year (as they are thirty inches in 
diameter, and one of which will carry off 
the present surplus of sewage,) the cost of 
such construction is not so great as to pre- 
vent its being ee for by.a tax levy for 
that purpose. However, the city has the 
right-of-way secured, and they can be built 
or not when it is determined whether they 
will be profitable. For legal and other rea- 
sons I think it desirable that the people 
should determine within sixty days whether 
or not they will authorize the issuance of 
these bonds for this purpose, and I have out- 
lined a series of ordinances and notices look- 
ing toward the calling of such an election 
about July 20, the first of which ordinances 
declaring the necessity for constructing an 
outfajl sewer to cost $360,000. I report 
herewith, and in case you are not prepared 
to act upon the same today I suggest that 
ou call aspecial meeting within a day or 
wo for that purpose,as i 
the election withinthe time mentioned,

On the Trail to the Copper River—Cun- 

Bing of the Native Indians—A_ Wolver- 
ine Taken Into Camp By One of the 


(No. 12, International Pross Association.) 

In THE Near Powe. Prax, 
Alaska, July 28, °91.—The morning 
after killing the earibou, July 16, was 
warm and we got started late. "Thaw 


Night we stopped. near our first. Indian _ 


camp on'a largeriyer. This river is 
fitty to sixty yards in width, about 
middle deep, four to five mile current, 

and fordable, the Indians, some twenty 
to thirty in number, calling it ‘Ripple 
River.” The commiuual fish-trap 

net yet been built, as the salmon were 
just beginning to ascend, but ina day 
or two they had it dune and some fine 
fish were caught. Fortunately these 
people were fairly supplied with dried 
moose meat, as we purposed inaking 
this a refitting place- fo r provisions, ex- 
change of‘dogs, hiring additional pack- 
ers, etc. J had le{t. Selkirk without 
any definite arrangements as to my 
Indians packing to’ the copper mine or 
‘ Copper river, hoping for assistance from 
these new villages to pene the latter.

I now learned from these natives they 
considered the latter impossible in the 
summer, and almost. so in the winter, 


even when the ice covered the numer. 


ous torrents and snow filled in the 
many glacial crevasses that had to be 
met in therough mountain pass. None 
of the Indians here -would even think 
of discussing such a trip. We had now 
_“shown our hands” so plainly to all 
‘natives by these discussions that we 
were determined to. make Copper river 
that they raised all sorts of objections 


to vent it. . They urged ap would 
_ be held res nsible by whites for 
our loss. ‘ Their.customs as to such re- 


sponsibilities are often at such variance 


with our own that their deduc- 
Bone seem as éabsurd to us 
ours: probably: do to them. 


In many other — too intricate and 
tedious to dwell : m they tried to 
drive this idea out be our heads until it 
seemed as.if the -very:sword of Sweara- 
cies hung over the expedition. On the 
17th and 18th we refitted; exchangi 
- some dogs, and getting two additiona 
Indian packers. The middle of the. 
afternoon of the 18th we got away . 
One of the new kers was a young 
-man of rather stupid appearance, whose 
father, a grizzled veteran of the camp, 
threw his arm over me, begging me to 
look after his boy, and rub his 
rough chin-beard against mine until I 
looked about twice as stupid as ‘his 
‘son. The first four or five miles:from 
the Ripple river village, southwest, 
was across a flat-bottom, where in one 
we passed through fine red- 
grass, oftentimes head high. 
That night we camped near a small 
lake fairly steaming with vapor it was 
so warm, evidently with hot springs 
emanating from its bottom. 

The 19th carried us overan unusually 
high ridge from which the wholecountry 
for miles around could be seen. |rom 
Selkirk on we had seen and occasion- 
ally felt a few thunder showers, but 
now we began. meeting longer-con- 
tinued rains, without electrica] exhib- 
its, sq characteristic of the Pacific 
woes of Alaska which we were rapidly

caribou that. required an unusual 
amount of strategic hunting before the 
Winchester laid ah The 21st, still 
raining, gave us ti miles, . ‘how- 
ever, asthe Indians were anxious to 
make another native village, which we 
found deserted, but. nearly miqnight.a 
couple of boys, wild. as hares, came in 
to tell us their village was a few miles 


up ‘the river. This new stream 
was an imposing, unfordable 
river, 80 to 100 yards’ wide. 


The contemplated route was to raft 
down. this river some unknown distance 
and then take td packing again. In. 
the middle of the afternoon of 22d the 
three rafts came in sight and were soon 
alongside with the worst looking syl- 
van symposiums I ever saw constructed 
and called rafts. After enough nego- 
tiations to have purchased the Cunard 
line or the Canadian Pacific railway the 
rafts were ours; that day and part of 
next being employed in repairing them. 
We had a frost the night of the 22d-23d 
of July. Next day at 2 we got aw 7 
on the rafts (I called this. the Ra 

River), south west, and at 4 came to the 
main White coming in from the south, 
and after an hour’srun landed on the 
west bank, abandoning the rafts. 
Here the White river is about a mile in 
width and very muddy. When the 
raft was submerged. only the cross- 
ties could be seen and it really seemed 
asif we were floating down stream 
without anything 


camp caused by two caribou charging 
through it, followed by shouting men 
firing gars and pistols and howling 
dogs that seemed like a lunatic asylum

The stream really amounted to nothing 
as an obstacle, being about knee deep. 
We were bow getting high enough on

mountain pass, we came in full view of 
the grand St. Elias Alps, as fine an 
alpine scene as can be found on the 
Western heinisphere, if no* the world. 
e nape at 9 after seventeen long 
weary mileg,.and where there was no 
wood except the stunted alpine kinds. 
Everything had a decided arctic a 
pesrance as we crept slowly to 
the foot-hille of the St Milas range. 
Early the 26th one of the Indians put 
the tourist ond ofa Winchester car- 


specting a marmot village near camp. 
Our sporting was certainly gettin 
very diversified if not numerous. 
we needed was a mammoth, as reported 
to probably exist by a former Governor 
of Alaska, and a tebay, or Alaskan 
ibex, to have rounded-it-out as -te- 
have satisfied the most exciting. We 

now traveled leisurely, as the natives 
said there was a glacial stream ahead 
we would strike too late to cross that 


fifty to seventy-five yards wide, quite 
deep ahd swift, with high waves, and 
roaring like Niagara. It was munch 
higher than usual and it would take, 
said the Indians, two: days continuous 
cool, cloudy weather to lower it so we 
could cross. They reported a better, 
wider crossing a mile below, and at 
this point we camped. That night, at 
times, we could hear the big boulders, 
borne by the torrent, go thundering 
down its bed like a small earthquake. 

The prospect of fording was not flatter- 
ing. It was but.a foot lower next morn- 
ing, while the Indians were very re- 
luctant to cross, delaying us with all 
sorts of excuse. At 11 the white men 
began crossing and ‘by 11:40 we ‘stood 
safe and sound on the otherside. The 
Indians got a long, stout pole, held it 
horizontal, breast high, and crossed as 
a solid body. 

_ In one spruce grove, where the trail 
was very plain, there were a great 
number of sharpened ‘sticks driven in 
the path, points up, and protruding 
about aninch. On inquiring the ob- 
ject I was told if a bear came down the 
path these sticks absorbed his attention 
to an extent that he was uninterested 
in anything else, right or left, and gen- 
erally took up a trot and. left the dis- 
near by, were 
Indian meat caches on high po és that 
Ursa Major might have destroyed if he 
had noticed them, but which diversions 


when:at work, thespurs walked them- 
selves off the flow er beds. The ‘‘medi- 
cine man” of the Indians now said we 
must not grease that day or the 


cross. We said we would forbear oléa- 
ginous condiments. About 3 we began 
ascending the glacier’s moraine, Once 
on top of it, 200 feet high, it was dense- 
ly brushed. At 5 we escended off: it 


and meta roaring torrent 150 yards | 


wide that a salmon could not cross. It 
was evident to all that the glacier must 


be crossed to get around this river that | 


came from under it about a half mile 
above, despite the religious fear of the 
Indians for ice. They. beseeched us to 
make no noise while on it or the cre- 
vasses would open and swallow us up. 

After ascertaining there were no other 
reasons for vitiating our insurance 
policies but grease and noise we swung 
around over the glacier, the course as 
usual over stich ice and moraine- being 
simply frightful. The Indians never 
stopped a second until all. were over, 
about 7 o’clock. Wecamped on a tor- 
rent too wide to cross until bridged 
with poles, 

Our natives now told us next day we 
would see the copper deposit. The 
trail of the 28th was over high, barren 
ridges, with some ptermigan and signs 
of other game. especially moose-horns. 
The latter were split into ‘bone prongs 
“gn said. At5 we went into camp on 
bank with thé’ copper 


ing us as it came out of the St. Elias 
range, about four miles awav, and a 


big stream under our feet, A. herd of 
caribou were seen opposite and our In- 
dians crossed in pursuit, securing three,’ 
one full-grown animal being killed by 
the Winchester shotgun while on the 
run one hundred yards away.

The Little Chicks—The Food Needed Ac- 
cording to Age, 
[American Cultivator.] 

The growth ef the spring chicks will 
depend upon good management now, 
but more especially in giving the flocks 
plenty of room and fine green fyod. |! 
Green food at this time of the year 
wards off disease and makes the young 
ones grow rapidly. It also keeps the 
mother henin good condition. Along 
with the green food, which they can 
find in an open range, will be a great 
many insect-, worms and bugs, which 
are so healthful to the young flocks. 
They love to run around in the grass 
and in the open orchard to pick up the 
crawling insects, and when loose in this 
way in the early spring they will pre- 
vent many worms and grubs from 
breeding. The mother will take good 
care to see that the a ones have 
onlysuch worms and insects as they can 
eat and digest. If it is not good for 
them she will eat it herself. 

One trouble of a strong, healthy hen is 
that she will often tire her little flock 
out. She will not gauge their strength 
properly, and she will often continue to 
run around’with them until the weakest 


In the middie ef the forenoon, and 
againinthe middle of the afternoon, 
she should be shut up in the coop where 
her forced quietness will give the little 
ones achanceto rest. e should be 
senttothe coop again for the night 
early inthe afternoon and only be re- 
leased on the following morning.
